He lies on a couch covered 


•with a robe brocaded with tho'Insig- 
nia of Ills olllco with a crucifix be— 
twecn' his thin fingers. 


Chant Continuously • 


Penitentiaries chanted continuous. 
ly a' requiem to the dead. 
Cardinal 
Oregalla in capacity of camerlengo, 
viewed the remains earlier and found 
the face greatly sunken and dlsflg- 
ured. 
Afterwards he signed papers 


certifying his death. 


Orcglia In Ci*.i*t<! 


Tuesday the sacred college of car- 


dinal* will assemble for the Impress- 
ive ceremony of officially pronouncing 
Pope Leo dead. After this sad func- 
tion has been performed the body will 
be taken to the small throneroom,ad- 
Joining the death chamber, where it 
>dll be embalmed. The funeral cere- 
monies will extend over nine days, tho 
remains being removed to the cathe- 
dral of St. Peter's, where they will 
lie In state. The ultimate 
resting 


place of tho dead pontiff will be in 
the magnificent basilica of St. John 
the Lateran. 


Close* the Vatican. 


Cardinal Oreglla's first act was to 


Instruct Monslgnorc.Rlghl. master of 
ceremonies, to send the Swiss guard 
from the Clementine hall, to close all 
the entrances to the Vatican and dis- 
miss everyone from the death cham- 
ber, the body being Intrusted to tho 
Franciscan penitentiaries. 


Temporary Head Unpopular. 


Meantime events of momentous im- 


portance 
to 
Catholic- Christendom 


•were occurring. The death of 1'opo 
Leo meant tho passing of the supreme 
power Into the hands of the sacred 
college of cardinals as its temporary 
custodian during the Interregnum. 


The 
perfect 
administrative ma- 


chinery of the church provided against 
the slightest Interruption of tho gov- 
erning authority. As tho senior mem- 
ber of tho sacred college. Cardinal 
Orcglia. to whom the pope solemnly 
confided the Interests of tho church, 
has now become the exponent of tho 
cardinals until I'opo Leo's successor 
bos been elected. 
This has brought 


forth Cardinal Orcglia as the striking 
personality of the hour. 


The cardinal Is tho exact antithesis 


of Popo Leo, having nono of the Into 
pontiff's sympathetic and benevolent 
characteristics. lie cornea from a no- 
ble Pledmontese stock, and his nobil- 
ity is shown in his haughty and aus- 
tere bearing. He is not popular among 
bis colleagues or the Romans, and his 
brusque manner fcas earned him tho 
title of "the Piedmont bear." 


News Spreads Rapidly. 


Outside, however, the nows of his 


holiness' death brought Instant excite- 
ment Instead of calm, At twenty min- 
utes past 4 a. man dashed madly 
across St. Peter's.square, then qulto 
empty. A second later another fol- 
lowed on a bicycle. Within a few sec- 
onds, as If by magic, newspaper men, 
gendarmes and messengers, running, 
driving and gesticulating, dashed to 
and from tho portals of tho Vatican. 


Like a wireless message there 


flashed around 
the words, "Ho is 


dead." 


Itubblng the afternoon sleep from 


their eyes, 
bare-headed 
men and 


•women, 
many 
of 
them 
carrying 


babies, emerged from the darkened 
houses and cafes and besieged the 
doors of tho Vatican. The transforma- 
tion was complete. The quick move- 
ment and tense feeling of tho rapidly 
gathering 
crowd 
now 
permeated 


•where a few minutes before there had 
been no signs of life. 


The French ambassador's carriage 


drove furiously from the Vatican and 
drew up at a nearby telegraph ofllcc. 
Without waiting for Iho horses to 
•top tho ambassador jumped out and 
notified his government of tho Pope's 
•death. There soon followed tho car- 
dinals, who, Tlth set faces, drove 
slowly homeward. 


HAIL ENTAILS 


IMMENSE LOSS 


Damage to Crops In Rock County, 


Minn., Amounts to $ 1, 100,000— 


Storm Sweeps Iowa, 


Luverne, Minn., July 21.—A disas- 


trous hailstorm passed over tho east- 
ern portion of Rock county, destroying 
fully one-third of tho entire crop in 
tho county and entailing a IOSH ap- 
proximately of $1.000,000. Tho storm, 
both' In destructlvoncsa and In area, 
was tho worst and most extensive 
known in tho northwest. 


Tho storm Is reported to hnvo start- 


ed at Watertown, S. D., over 100 miles 
north of this city, and to have extend- 
ed to Sheldon, lown, forty-llvo miles 
southeast of here. It reached its most 
destructive state In this county, where 
122 sections of grain are reported to- 
tally destroyed. 


Storm's Area. 


Tho area of tho storm Is reported 


to have been thirty miles wldo at this 
point, extending to Worthlngton, but 
the worst destruction Is between this 
city and Adrian, east of hero fifteen 
miles, and between Edgerton, eighteen 
miles northeast of this city, and Ells- 
worth, eighteen miles southeast. 
In 


this area of 5-10 square miles entire 
crops, with tho exception of a few 
pieces missed through the freak of 
tho storm, aro reported to bo fairly 
beaten Into tho ground. In most places 
not a spear Is left standing. 


Corn stalks aro cut closo to tho 


ground, while whole groves of trees 
aro stripped as bare of leaves as In 
midwinter. 
Conservative estimates 


place the loss to this year's crop In 
this county nlono at over $1,000,000. 
This docs not tako into account loss 
of seed or damage to trees, orchards, 
and buildings. 


Iowa Crops Suffer. 


Council muffs, Iowa, July 21.—Prob- 


ably the worst wind, hall and rain 
storm of tho season swept over a part 
of southwestern Town, destroying all 
crops in Its path and leveling many 
buildings and trees. A number of in- 
juries have, been reported, but no fatal- 
ities, and no injuries that it Is thought 
will prove fatal. Telegraph and tele- 
phono wires are down In all directions, 
and it .Is almost Impossible- to gain 
any Information as to tho severity of 
the storm In the country districts. 


Tho greatest damage Is reported 


from Atlantic, where tho courthouse, 
Methodist church and a largo brick 
store building In course of construc- 
tion woro wrecked. 


Fred Icpscn had a leg broken by 


being blown from a load of hay. 
. 


L. W. Wheatley was seriously in- 


jured in a runaway caused by his team 
taking fright at the storm. 


At Audubon tho hailstorm was prob- 


ably the most severe, and It In report- 
ed that crops of all kinds aro totally 
destroyed. 


Marian reports many farm buildings 


demolished southeast of here, and that 
corn and small grain have been pound- 
ed Into tho ground and cannot possi- 
bly recover.

Head of Catholic Church In Wisconsin 


Expires at Convent of 


St. Agnes. 


Fond du Lac, Wls., July 21.—After 


an Illness extending over a period of 
ten months, Archbishop Katzer passed 
away at St. Agnes convent 
In this 


city. At tho hcdHlde wero Father Al- 
phonse, his aged 
confessor; Vicar 


General C. F. Schlnner, Father Kers- 
ten, his companion for twenty-seven 
years; Doctors Wiley and Fltzgibboa 
and tho Mother Superior. ' 


The archbishop came to Fond du 


Lac about four months ago for rest 
and treatment, but It was soon found 
thero was no hopo for him. A week 
ago his condition became 
alarming, 


last Saturday night it grew critical, 
and since that time his Ufa has hung 
In tho balance. 


Tho archbishop retained all his fac- 


ulties up to the last, and evinced a 
lively interest In tho affairs of tho 
diocese. It Is believed that the work 
of tho dloccso and worry incident to 
It hastened the end. 


Requiem mass will be sung at tho 


convent Wednesday morning. In the 
afternoon tho remains will ho taken 
to Milwaukee, whero they will lie In 
state at tho cathedral till -10 o'clock 
Thursday morning.

BEAVERS' COUNSEL 


SCORES ATTORNEY 


Declares Client Is Entitled to Prelimi- 


nary Hearing In Manhattan— 


Is Not Likely to Confess. 


Now York, July 21.—Counsel 
for 


George W. Beavers, former superin- 
tendent of the bureau of salaries and 
allowances of the postofllce depart- 
ment, against whom two Indictments 
havo been found by tho Federal grand 
jury In Brooklyn, has made a state- 
ment saying that he had communicat- 
ed with District Attorney Youngs, of- 
fering to produco Mr. Beavers before 
a United States commissioner for a 
preliminary hearing, but that Col. 
Youngs did not care to accept tho of- 
fer. 


Tho statement characterizes tho 


course of the district attorney as Ir- 
regular and unfair, "Inasmuch as it de- 
nies him (Beavers) tho opportunity of 
a preliminary hearing and precludes 
him from ascertaining anything of tho 
nature of the charge against yim un- 
til tho datoof his trial." It continues: 


Will Not Confess. 


"For some weeks past our client had 


resided in tho borough of Manhattan, 
attending to private business matters 
and at the time the Indictments were 
found against him In Brooklyn Mr. 
Beavers was In the borough of Man- 
hattan. 
Tho 
circumstance 
entitles 


him to a preliminary hearing before 
the commissioner in this district 


"We iflay odd that the reports, re- 


peatedly circulated in the press, that 
Mr. Beavers has at any time offered to 
turn state's evidence aro absolutely 
false. As counsel for Mr. Beavers wo 
havo advised him not to make any 
statement In reference to this matter. 
At the proper time he will tako such 
action as may bo necessary to demon- 
strate his Innocence of the charges 
brought against him."

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A WAR MESSAGE 


[Original.] 


Durlnj; the 
civil war .Tone St. 


Clnlr, n younjj girl of nineteen. was 
put In clinrso of a telcsr.iph of- 
fice in one of the stations on the 
Louisville and Nashville rullroiul In 
Kentucky. Tile people of that xtnte 
•wcrs divided In their sympathies be- 
tween the Confederate and Union 
Bides, most of them lieliiR Confederate!!. 
Jenny St. Clnlr. however, belonged (o 
a stanch Union family and was her- 
self n Unionist. 


Those were times when raids were 


made by the Confederates behind the 
Union armies for the purpose of har- 
assing their enemy's communications. 
Jenny's post was far In the roar of 
the Union advance, but she knew that 
nt any time the town was liable to be 
captured and the ilrst place the raid- 
ers always took possession of was 
the telegraph olllce. 
Jenny used to 


wonder what she should do If they 
Bwooped down upon her oillee, and her 
thoughts finally resulted 111 a plan of 
action In such an event. 


One night a cavalry force command- 


ed by the famous Confederate partisan 
leader.

"that we have Just taken this place 
und are ready to move In conjunction 
with him against the M. railroad bridge 
nnd trcstlewurk. \Ve will attack the 
bridge guard at tho north end at n 
o'clock In the morning and expect Gen. 
era! Morgan to do (he same on the 
south end." 


The olllcor called one of his men and 


gave him the messagi; to take to Gen- 
eral Morgan. Then he sprawled him- 
self on the lounge, fajllng Into a doze. 


TliTp Is a hr.lf awake, half asleep 


condition that we have all experienced 
in which one hears n sound, nut know- 
ing whether he really hears It or not. 
The olllccr thought he heard n clicking. 
Telegraph keys are continually clatter- 
Ing, and the key on the table was no 
exception. Hut It did not appear to 
the dozer that the sound was on the 
table. It was rather down on the tloor 
and at times directly beneath him. 
Presently he got himself awake nnd 
started up to listen. All was perfectly 
•llcnt. Lying down, lie was soon In the 
•ame semlsomnolent condition as be- 
fore—be dared not go to sleep while on 
duty—and now the clicking recom- 
menced in n more pronounced manner, 
and It seemed to be In the head of the 
lounge on which he rested. He begun 
to take note of the letters and read the 
message he had Just received. It was 
very singular, he thought, that It could 
be clicking In his pillow. Was he not 
dreaming? Or was he really receiving 
the message? 
Or was Its sender re- 


peating It to make sure of accuracy? 


Presently the messenger returned 


with n dispatch which stated that all 
was right and General Morgan would 
be on band. This was sent over the 
wire.

They proceeded with 
the attack, only to draw o(T with n 
number of killed and wounded and the 
loss of some prisoners.

latter was the olllcer who had received 
the telegraph message for General 
Morgan tho night before. The captured 
officers were taken to the Union gen- 
eral's headquarters.

last night from 11.''" asked the gen- 
eral. 


"I," said one of them. 
"Well, you needn't take the trouble 


to use any of our telegraph stations 
again. Our operators are too smart 
for you." 


"How so, general?" 
"Orderly, ask Miss St. Clalr to step 


in here."

"Tell tho gentleman how you out- 


witted him," said the general. 


"The lounge, you were lying on," said 


Jenny, "you may remember, was not 
open underneath.

side the lounge, and when I heard you 
clatter up to tho olllce. got In and 
closed the lid over me.

eyes, "but being tired with hard rid- 
ing I was drowsy nnd thought It was 
n repetition."

the government she had so well served* 
and married a colonel In the L'nlon 
army.
